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Yes, we now cover the Delaware Valley with plenty of signal 
thanks to a small contingent of personnel who assembled at the 
repeater site on September 14, 1985. After many months’ of 
discussions over details, and delays due to golf outings and missing 
fire trucks, we have finally managed to get the Phelps-Dodge 
Super-Station Master atop the 70 foot telephone pole. It only took a 
few minutes to replace the Isopole with the new antenna but from the 
early field measurements, it seems that all these little delays where 
well worth the wait!! 

Along with the change of the two meter antenna, they also added a 
new omni-directional gain antenna to the top of the pole and fed it 
with hardline. This new antenna will allow us to control the 
repeater system more efficiently via the 70cm band. Test results 
from the first day indicate a 10 db improvement over the previous 
directional beam. 

These two significant improvements at the site will give 
Phil-Monters the necessary coverage they have missed for some time, 
si anoperenty this will stimulate a resurgence in ham activities on
